We du not 
forget that the colony it hut a rongrriet 
of lodmduala, and that the lint grand 
desideratum is to get these individuals 
out of debt. But after this it done, and 
probably another sewon will do it 
with most of the licensed sheep grazier. , 
the condition of the colony will well 
deserve serious cuniideration. We 
•hall then have great wealth in a few 
hand*, having the fewest posaible meant 
of using it to good purpose . for, under 
the present lyatero, "bat can the licensed 
grant r (unlet, he leave* the colony and 
fames hit money home lo England with 
him) do with his accumulating balances 
but squander them at he did before ? 
God forbid that men should again make 
il * syatem lo tome here with the expecta- 
tion merely of making a fortune in a fe* 
yean, and then leaving t[ again for ever, 
or that they thould cad their earnings lo 
the wind or to the dunghill, in the man- 
ner we hare teen it heretofore I But 
whit inducement have we to offer them 
lo do otherwise t Either of these pro- 
ceaaei will relieve our groaning coffers — 
what other method can be suggested tx> 
agreeable lo the Individual poaaaxasar f 
The individual it ■■ »< mutt satisfy : the 
collective advantage cannot otherwise he 
enforced. Our answer it very simple : to 
give him such an intereal in hil prewnt

not move. They apprehend evilt in the 
remote bush, 1 hey enjoy advantages of 
a moral and social character which they 
cannot lelincjuiih. As family men they 
can nut move , they prefer by far to scrape 
a scanty pittance by tillage. We coofeai 
we see a difference too, and cannot blame 
lite m . \lesnlirnr,however,wearethreat- 
rned with a disheartened and impoverished 
peawtitry. The country residences, ihe 
homesteads, are in Ihe hand* uf interest - 
burdened proprietor!, or abandoned to 
inurtgagee* and Miigneet, none of whom 
have the trifling capital, enterprise, and 
knowledge necessary to shuts, by example 
lo his tenant* or neighbours, that soirir-

We have estimated that population, if 
not arretted in the mean lime by immigra- 
tion, will Tall into a natural slate, will 
exhibit the urdinary established propor- 
tion! of sexes and ages, in the yrar 1ho5, 
Since it it by the decieacenre of the pre* 
sent adult population that we calculatr on 
Ihit mult bring hmught about, the sheep 
owneri will be compelled long before and 
after that period, to draw their tupply uf 
ihepherda from abroad, or from ihe youth) 
of the agricultural families, if they mean 
to keep on Lbcir establishments, Unless 
the supply from ibroad shall he more 
abundant than by voluntary immigration 
it likely, the following healthy system 
will be adopted. At Ihe tge u[ fifteen it 
will become the practice for the young 
men lo leave home for Ihe sheep districts, 
under engagements at high wagea for one 
or more years. The heavier kinds uf farm 
labour will be abandoned. Such branches 
of rural industry will be executed by old 
men and women at they are capable of. 
When the young shepherd has earned a 
few veais wages, he will return and marry, 
od leaar, or purchase a piece or land, un 
which he will perhapt grow aa much grain 
at will serve himself, and devote the rest 
of bit time, land and capital, to a lighter 
and more profitable cultivation. The dis- 
trict will no longer be a mere tillage dis- 
trict, in the English or Irish mode, tut 
present the feature* of a contiaental coun- 
try, and possibly the greater portion of 
the corn and potatoes consumed in it may 
be imported from the mure southern settle- 
ments, against our wines, fruits, and other 
like production*. In the event here 
sketched out, the profit! uf all colonial in- 
dustry will be equalized, or at all evenu 
they will not be deciileilly in favour of 
the woolnruwer at they now are. The 
advantages of a settled social condition are 
n great, that if arboriculture, or whatever 
may lie hereafter substituted, give a fair 
re iuu Delation, then only the pruipect of 
ipeedily making a handsome piece uf 
money wherewith to tettlt himttlf id life 
will induce a man to remain in ihewilder- 
nesa, and nothing which a ehrep station 
is likely lo pteaent will induce him finally 
and permanently lo settle there.. 

Since the time we give i* brief, the 
dockiinner ought immediate!) to bethink 
him of hit deduction from these premises, 
and of his preventive means. These are 
com prised we think in one wufd — i m m igra ■ 
lion. We care not whether voluntary or 
un bounty, but we trust the immigrants 
will be introduced " before, not after their 
virtue has been subdued by their necessity, 
and before the working of feeble and cruel 
law ■ have added contamination and shame 
to their suffering*," we trust also that they 
will be introduced in the natural propor- 
tions of sexes and ages, and in the propor- 
tions of occupations suitable to the coun- 
try. We trust that the importation will 
be gradual, and so conducted aa to allow 
tt least, if not encourage, the formation uf 
that fabric of social customs which we 
have above delineated.

the fruit ot rigorous and peracrering applies- 
tionnf that activity and e i ett ion , both bodil y and 
mental, withwhienwe have been endued for our 
prceurvulion aod cdirleation, and fur the 
and eflectual use of which we are accountable 
to their great Giver, And, us an useful object 
.- the primary and. most important fetture In 
any undeleting, es will dial consider, in tint 
point of view, the conatruction of aeanul, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean, across tttv 
continent of America | aud, having established 
ita utility, we will then od out sui mi alive 
opinion of tu practicability, and out recom- 
mendation as to the place where it could most 
conveniently and brncrit iilly be carried into 
e fleet i after which, wc will touch upon puinta 
which will naturally ariie out of nut discus, 
aion of the matter, nimely, whether, instead uf 
an entire cunul-communieitioii. a nnaiige hud, 
or had not, better be mndc, pattly hv canal, 
and partly by Tail at uth*r roid. or •JrCgcxhei by 
railroad: and, in the cvtlll of all theve modes 
oftranait being now not prubtahly praclie-ihle, 
whether even a good enrriage-road could nut, 
at nreaent, b* conaimctcil nt a ciimpsrativcly 
trifling iipenae, and alone be of immense 
saving anrl nilvnntage. not only to Ihe uiimc- 
diaie iiihaUtantiot the place, but to ln«rnmn- 
dine coiniiieicr and cotnmunKation in genet al 
The ideuof a commuoicatioii between the 
Atlnniic end PiDillc ifceaus, is not a new or 
recent one. It did not escape the keen ima- 
gination of Columbus, the laitd^ya of whose 
eventful, eter-aetive. and vastly-useful hie, 
were devoted to the dec-p contemplation of the 
work. Hi* gn-at mind did not rest satin led, 
as well it might have been, with discovering 
fur hia fellow-mi n a new and mighty cunti- 
qent ; but, like all mister-mind* born to im- 
prove their speeies, an achievement gained, 
was to him the foundation upon which he 
lifted himielf towards the tceomplishmenl uf 
other*. Hut h« hid already done more then is 
commonly alloitcd to man, and, unfortunately 
for mankind, the great dnign was left tty him 
for the precarious accomplishment of subse- 
quent ages. After his death, the scheme had 
attraction* for the bnld and daring ispiriiioni nf 
the early Sp*niardi, to whoae hihit* of enter- 
priNing adventure, the vastjiuM and sttl dimity 
of the project iverc Cungeiual : but nothing wis 
elFeCled. We are not surnriaed at lillle having 
been done In later times, during the dominion 
in &mtti America of the Spiniih government ; 
for what could be expected from Ihe dullest 
political and scientitie apathy, huta stagnation 
of all that ii good and profitable to man in his 
■ocial coiidiliiiq ■ Ueyoiid a lulilary lurver, 
inulo by ord<;r of the government, it would 
i«ro, auStly and only for the einbdliihmt'nt of 
the arthivoaofthc fityof Uuitimili, ind which 
wis, in truth, most nligiiiuily confined to iti 
muity dormitory until the South Americana 
cut utT their galling yoke, the nutter was 
hirdly thought of rinici- tho athievement of 
their freedom, however, the rcnubti* of Vene- 
zuela end New Granada, and uf Central 
.Vmerioa, have not been Idle; amii] their yu-nig 
dntterings for stability ol government, they 
have found time tu do much, by inveatig-iti-.-in, 
towards removing the imagined obatacles in the 
way oi tho accomplishment of the undertaking, 
haviig bestowed much pains in pri»curi|lj{ those 
enact surveys, and other data, which are a***n- 
tiil ta a caref ul and accurate cantideratiun uf 
lta ancoTtipLiihluont. 

It would, we believe, bo almott a work of 
supererogation, to enter serinusly upon the 
elucidation or the surpassing importance, and 
great profitable benefit, that would be derived 
from a t-aital coniiccting the two oceans, if we 
addrrsBcd exclusively mariner* anrl aueh mer- 
chants as trade with pLsce* abroad : fot we think 
ill it thy matter is io them is cleur a* it ii to 
us | but, us our auhjeot is enmparati rely 
unknown lo the great body of the inhabi- 
tants of ihoee parts of the wotld, which are 
remote from ihi 1 regions wlier,? iti practicability 
has uatui.tlly been must agitated and iliseuised, 
namely, Snutli and tlentral Americ*, it cannot 
fail la be inteiestitn; lo them, while we •hull 
endeavour to mike it profitable lo ill,

Were a water communicitinn, by 
means ol a rami for ships, vffevied aorosa the 
Isthmus of Darien, through Central America, 
or even Mexico, it I* obvious that the hinhcit 
features of our present mvigiiion would be 
loftened down, and that et*o vis', rouniries 
ab-iunding in natural resource! and wealth, 
would be anon o,utLkened into active commer- 
cial HI*. Instead of the now precarious 
and perilous voyage by the Cape of Good 
Hupe to Ihe Kast Indies and China, and 
their neighboring islands, and alto Ao*. 
tralia, a ear, one. occupying much leaa time, 
could be effected; not, however, becauee.if 
there being any greet difference of direct die 
taot-e, hut an account of extremely advinta. 
gfoui winds, tide., and wealhec. In pile* of 
the aiill morrj tiiisrdoui and trying route round

The present >fry limited communicalioii 
across tlie Isthmui is inaintainei chiefly by two 
lines of road, one from Panama to Portn-

the rieer C'hagres to the tea port of tho same 
mine, at it. mouth There are tome olhers in 
use, but little known, and, under the Stpaniarda 
iheir iniprovemcnt ind tnultiplicition were 
much discouraged- The prueeut roads arc cx- 
1 they traverse a mountain- 
ous part id ihe cuntry. Turn between Panama 
and Porto Belto is infinitely the wont of the 
two principal onci, being in many places 
almost impaasnble in the rainy season, from 
the ilBepnt-*! uf rhe ascents and descents.

not line* materially altered The people are 
oornpoicduf while and ciloured, at in other 
parti of South and Central America, and are 
given up t j indolence and wiut of inJuslry. 
allhooijli strong and cnduiinir undernccaiiontl 
fltiguel Ihey are, io point of nvitimion, lest 
advanced ihnn their neighbours cf theaeme cull- 
Liiiont. The extreme fertility of the wil, 
logeihcr with their greit destitution of 
moral enlightenment, are the chief name* 
uf their general indolence, in the 

absence of the good impulses a\ civilisi- 
tion, a mm can there, notwithstanding, for a 
small expenditure of desultory lib >ut, procure 
a lufllcient tubsiatence for himself and family 
They are, however, like other persons. Quite 
lusceptiblt of ateadily practising habits of in- 
dustry, when proper Incentive* and autHeienl 
stimulant, art powerful enough to call forth 
their energies. There ire within the province 
icveral regiments ot militia, formed of the 



lower classes nf people and Indian! ; and there 
are also eaccllenl workman in felling timber 
and clearing ground, and not inapt in acquiring 
any mechanical trade or art, They are, more- 
over, exceedingly ainapls in their habiu~and 
are eaiily maintained j so that, in the projected 
work of a communication between the Pacific 
and Atlantic Oceani, *nmc workmen may he 
obtained it a tulerahly moderate r-tte of wigea 
— at eiroumttailea of much importine* in ai- 
aiiting the sitecetsof the undertaking, which 
we will here state muil b* principally the work 
of foreign labourers, aa we ihnll explain in ill 
proper place. 

The sice of Panama, the capital of the Iilh- 
muR, haa been once changed. The old city

pu latin n like wiie enjoyed by the town of 
Uhorrcra. *itriatcil upon the river of that name. 

The, el present, very limited trade an the 
Atlantic shore of the Isthmus, is maintained 
with Jamaica by a liritilh man cf-war, which 
sails monthly for the purpose of conveying 
letlera and specie { with Cafthagena, by go- 
vernment vested* twine a month, and also with 
ihe same place and a few other points by pri 
vale tradisg-veaaels, which bring freight to 
L'hagrci, and there exchange or aell it. Its 
commerce on the Pacific ia, however, more ex- 
leniive, embracing all part* of ihe coaat, both 
north an. I south, which nhdi it their interest lo 
communicate wilh Europe by thisway. Specie 
ii conieyed acrou Ihe Itltimui to be embukcd 
■1 Chigrea at an eipeme of ten dnlhira and 
two rial, for every (WW duller! : beside* which 
there is a traliiit duty of three per tent, on 
silver, and one per cent- on gold. In re 
turn, gnodl are brought to Panama, where they 
are lodged in the euttmu-houae immediately 
on their airival- When fur exportation, they 
n iy a duly of two pel cent., but If tar 
home ciHiaumplian, one ia imposed according 
id the nature cf each particular article. 
Limited as th* trade of the Isthmus ia, it ia 
rot aumewhal improving. Th* receipts ol the 
treasury of the government of Panama in the 
year 1817, we are aaiuied, by good authority, 
■mounted iti round numbers to loO.OOO duilirt, 
of which was left a balance in the t-oulic 
chest of nearly 3iK>0 dollar*, after providing for 
all Ihe cxigeflcie* of the slate: and there i* 
reason tu appose, that since that period the 
finance* rif the territory have improved. The 
receipti are not one- third, it In, true, of what 
they were in the year IS 11, when Panama was 
a colony of rtpain ; but thia we are not aur- 
prited at, when wq consider the grinding, 
exclusive system of dealing which wa* uni- 
versally adopted by that unfortunate govern- 
ment. It ii important to mention, thit by the 
laatanajigenieiit alleciuig the territorial distri- 
bution of thit country, it became thu north- 
western boundary of New Granada, one of the 
three republic* into which Colombia wna 
divided in the year IfjHl, 

Now, in eoniidering the merit* of the ltlhmui 
of Panama at n point at which to attempt the 
junction of th- two oceani, we muil not allow 
our judgmetil to be led aalde by ■ eitcunalanoe 
which il no duuhl calculated u> render us liable 
lo be warped from an impartial view of the 
matter ; we mean this i the Itlhmua ptetenll 
the narrowest barrier lo the meeting of the two 
mighty waters, whose ocnjunciive commercial 
assUiaiite we are so soxioui fur.

Mount r&geootnba ia In itaelf a beiu- 
tiful object, and ths numerous lovely valleyi at 
its base aOVid tlu moat aplendtd littiatitm. fur 
vineyards, that I have ever Men in tbi* or any 
other country | if am there was a country 
adapted for the culiivitioo or Ihe vine. It is 
surely thia— toil, litaation, and climate, all 
combine to render it the vroper habitat um of 
the grip*. From Mount Edgecombe [he toad 
leids through a desolate rru miee-tKmo valley, 
thirly mile* in length. This dreary region, 
together with the savage natives who inhibit 
it, tend* not a little to imprest upon the lonely 
traveller that he has actually entered the valley 
of I be shadow of death itaelf.

Kotorui ia, aa you art aware, a lake 
about ten mile* long, and eight mile* 
broad i ila luperfluoui water* land their 
way to Mtkuta by Ihe Kiver Rotoiti- I wish 
I could give you anything like an adequate 
Idea of the beauty and lo vein isea of th* tee aery 
in thi* part of the country ; it abound* in all 
that you have seen or fancied of the wild and 
maauiricent. combined with tba still simpler 
and tamer, hut no teas beautiful landscape. 

Tho character of the country ii very peculiar, 
and, I think, decidedly Hatter n. lint lo you, 
aa a medical man, the faineral watera. and hut 
•pringa ind hulls, which autrnund the gnat 
*Nfn of lllnemutu, will be a tuhjoct of greater 
intereat ; though, were their health-giving 
and healing power* tuktcicntly known, I 
cannot for a moment doubt the deep 
injury In your proaauion. Nature has 
here supplied the simple and appropriate cure 
for all " the ill* that float, ia heir to;" and, 
not only arc the mean* of cur* aupplicd, but 
thtthappyregiouforbi.il th* apero'eit or the 
apooarance of disease. The pal ices are not 
only healthy, but they are alao the atronieel, 
the best made, snd the olsanest in all New 
Zealand , and inch are the virtue* of theae 
water*, lhat, like the pool of fJiloatn, the halt, 
the maimed, the lame p the blind, and the leper, 
are no ri revet! to them from the mint remote part* 
of Stw Zealand, tkrofula. and certain othet 
iau which prevailing eutaneoui diaeaaH, are petlemly un- 
it i*, fiom its konwn among the inhabitant* of Rolonia. 

Teicy luiuriate ft ,m eaoitiilig till night in Iheir 
baths, which are roads by nature, of any salt* 
■Ms temuvMur*. But though th* tu 



ing either iheir strength or their qualities, but 
I round Ihlt Ihey affected Stiver differently. In 
tome of the springs it waa coloured black, in 
tome yellow, snd in sthera blue. The native* 
cook all their provision* in the hot springs :

The*, hatha are In general ne.tly 
Lined with atone. In eonitouenee of this sub- 
terranean action cf fir*, tlr, and water, ike 
temperature of llotorua i* considerably high : 
ao much is thii the case, thai the native* even 
in the winter lime un no flies, but lo cold 
weather betake ihemeelve* to in open epaea in 
the centre of the pnA, whoea heel ia •ufMciemly 
high to render thrm com fort able during the 
coldest weather. In thia place they equal with 
their blanket* over their heada. 

Th* hot spring* an not < ontined to one ot 
two places, hut are to numerous that it la dan- 
gerous for i sir anger to walk about without a 
guide ; at leaat if he doe* he run* a great risk 
af scorching the aolc* of hia foet. In attempt- 
ing to wade through one of the riven [ had my 
foot very severely scorched from a hot spring 
in the bottom of the river, which ia itaelf not 
only cold, but of considerable lire. The 
water rite* in some or the apitngt to the height 
ol liftoeu and Iwcnle feel in regular jets, other* 
emit steam like a fiigh-pteaaure engine. The 
native* i*y Ih n the wtler* ri*e higW during 
wetteily wind*, and fall with the easterly i but 
thia 1 had not the mean* of nieertainmg the 
(ruth of, nor can 1 understand why il ahould 
be the case. The country in the neighbour- 
hood of Uotonia i* exceedingly picturesque, 
licsidt* llotoiua itaelf, there are several 
other beautiful lakes, aueh a* Keloid. 
Kokatini, ind Hotoihu. This would be a 
splendid place for old retired East Indiana ; II 
aflijrdj such Lovely litre for house*, golden*, 
and vineyards, kc, rkc . and what with rocks, 
woods, lakes, rivers, waterfall*, hot, told.lepld, 
and Mpcur bath*, together with the erliltcitl 
luxuries or billiards, news-rooms, lie., the 
hil ioui II veted old gentlemen mightenjayihem- 
eelvee here much more than they can ever 
cap.-, t to do cither in South Australia « at 
the fjaj -c. file temperature ia equable in this 
place throughout the *ear, though tanlike 
South Australia, it certainly never rise* to flrV 
in ihe tliade and i -'i>' in the sun ; ana I em 
enriviticcd the stagnant and nitroua water* of 
the Torrent, however itTongly recommended by 
thcdiiinterrstedCompiny, will never Impart ihe 
health and vigour which the Ittitorua watcra 
bctiuw. Many an old rlyipeptic lady in Eng- 
land, sod gouly rheumatic gentleman, would 
bleu their Hare, if they had an opportunity of 
drowning Iheir blue devila in these aprtngi. I 
aril certain Unit, in a medical point ui view, 
there in not a ipa, or mineral water iu England 
or F.urope, whote virtue. ire half u emcacious 
ai those of the llotorua eprings, ifTording sa 
they do euch r, variety-chalybeate, aulnhure- 
oua, aalinc, and alkaline, and each of theee of 
every shide of leruperiture, from the cold to 
atram - -r vapour bath, 

leaving relucianlly the Roioiua country and 
iu delightful baths, 1 travelled by Toupo over 
a fine and level country, thickly covered with 

Erass, well watered, and admirably adapted 
oth for ehetrp and cattle; indeed, more to 
than any other place that I have teen either in 
this count' j or in New Holland. Thia beautiful 
plain extends in one direction for fifty oe sixty 
miles t in another, t could not discover Iu wr. 
mlnatioa. rhe native* say the land I* ilmilai 
all the way to Ahniri, in llawki* Bay , and 
I ahould tty from th* apceannea of th* 
country they are correct. The country I* 
petfecily level from Hotoru* to within
